2. Claims 39-42 and 44-53 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: upon further review 
the prior art of record fails to anticipate or render obvious a clamping and/or braking device the 
two wall section, that define an essentially sealed pressure chamber, are formed by two wall 
elements, each wall element comprising a ring-shaped, radially slotted plate, and wherein the 
bending regions are formed at least in the wall element regions between the slots.
